Claim 14: The nucleic acid according to claim 1, characterized in that the nucleic 
acid comprises the basb sequence of fig. 2 or a sequence differing 
therefrom by one or several base pairs. 

A polypeptide, comprising an amino acid sequence which is coded by the 
nucleic acid according to ckim 1 . 

The polypeptide according to claim 15, characterized in that the 
polypeptide comprises the omino acid sequence of fig. 1 or a sequence 
differing therefrom by one orvseveral amino acids. 
Claim 17: A process for the preparationiof the nucleic acid according to claim 1, in 
which RNA is isolated frpmbarly and late passages of HPV-immortalized 
cells and the RNA characjteristic for t^e early passages and late passages, 
respectively, are identified and ibrovfded as DNA or RNA.
